The Trial of Guiteau.
On the tenth day Judge Cox, at the openingof the proceedings, warned the spectator, un-

der penalty of haying the court-roo- m cleared,that there must be no manifestation of foeling.The judge also threatened to have Guiteau
gagged unless he behaved himselt. The assassin
apparently paid little heed to the threat; and
constantly interrupted tho proceedings with hia
comments and observations, and was not
gagged. Guiteau read a statement in which he
repeated his blasphemous assertion respectinghU partnership with tho Deity. He said
in his statement that certain newspa-
pers which abused President Gar-lie-ld

must share with him the
odium of the assassination, and he threatened
to expose the record of his former wife if she
appeared as a witness against him. Further
testimony was taken in support ot the theoryof insanity, the following witnesses appearing :
Joseph E. Smith, of Freeport, HI., aged seven ty-o- no

yeara ; Charles H. Reed, a Chicago lawver ;
H. B. Amerling, a lawyer of Williamsport, Pa.,and Thomas North, a Chicago lawyer. All
these witnesses were examined with the view
of establishing the insanity of the assassin and
his father.

On the eleventh day of the trial Guiteau im-
proved the opportunity of a lull in the opening
proceedings by attacking HonrvWardBeeciier.

It is expected that the Increase in

cracked. Next Mr. Scoville asked that (he
prisoner bo sworn. Guiteau nervously
walked to the witness utand in the
cu tcidy of two do uty marshals, an 1 the
oath was administered to him. Ho thon
whispered a few words to a police-
man, who waa standing near the witness-bo- x,

and immediately tho three deputies ranged
themselves shoulder to shoulder behind the
prisoner, who, apparently more at ease, said,
inquiringly, to the judge": "I can eit down ? "
"Yes," replied the judge, and tho prisoner
seated himsolf. Guiteau then identified about
twenty letters, dating from 1857 to 1868, which
he had written to his relatives.

On the thirteenth day Mr. Scoville began
by putting in evidence a copy of an extract
from the reord of the Bloomingdale Insane
asylum as to the admission ana death of
FraHcis W. Guiteau. The district attorney
admitted the fact that F. W. Guiteau died there
insane at the date indicated. Tho prisoner
was then directed to take the witness-stan- d.

At first he demurred to the suggestion of Mr.
Scoville that he should testify. He was led
around to the stand by his guards, who ranged
themselves behind him in a stiff row, but once
seated on the chair which ho so earnestly
craved his lip were closed. He was willing to
identify letters or papers, but ho did not
want to testify to anything which would sub-

ject him to a He said
that he was "Hick," or at least "indipoaed."
Mr. Scoville humored him. He read the two
dozen letters from the assassin to his father
and brothers, identified by him on the previous
day. Then the assassin, at his own request,
was allowed to return to his seat. When Mr.
Scoville had finished reading the letters, which
excited little interest, he called the assassin to
tho stand and kept him there until tho ad-

journment. The assassin was allowed to toll
the story of his life in his own way. At 3
o'clock he had brought it down to 1878".

Throughout he received the strictest attention.
His story, so far as he unfolded it on the first
day, was the story of a blasted and vagabond
life. He said that he had, so far as in-
fluence went, no mother. From a child
he met opposition. He quareled with
his father until after several bitter years
of strife his weaker will gave way, and he ac-

cepted the beliefs imposed upon him. He
found no joy or rest, however, in fanatical
faith. His years of young manhood wore odious
to him, and finally his slavery, for so he called
it, in tho Oneida Community became intoler-
able. He separated himself from their union,
but remorse and religious terror drove him
back again. He could not endure a life which
grew daily more repulsive, and summoning up
hi feeble courage he fled secretly back once
more into a world" he believed to be forever
cursed. He tried to turn his mind to business,
in vain. Day and night he walked the
streets of New York, haunted by the fears of
retribution. At last he threw these terrors off
and felt a desire for worldly success, He
studied law and was admitted to the bar. While
his success was small ho earned a living, and
mingled as a fellow man and citizen with other
men. But he soon broko down. His clients
left him, he drifted to New York, saDk lower
aud lower, till he was seized by the police for
some petty offenso and thrown into the city jail,
nere he lived days and nights of wretchedness.
He was in a rage at the very recollection. Ho
returned to the West filled with extravagant
schemes for revolutionizing the world with
newspapers. No one fell in with his projects,
and they failed utterly, as had all his plans be-

fore. He could do no work, make no money.
He sought the shelter of his sister's home.
There he loitered weeks and months in idleness
till one day, in a moment of passion or frenzy,
he attacked his sister, who had taught him his
letters and had befriended him through all his
unprofitable and wayward life. To keep his
liberty he fled, and essayed the part of a latter
day evangelist, journeying from town to town
to instruct a dark world in tho hidden meanings
of Scripture. Seedy and famiahed he wandered
through the country, stealing rides, food and
shelter. To his topsy-turv- y mind this was as
honest practice as his teachings were sound
doctrine. Ho felt no shame. "I was hap-
pier," ho testified, " when I was selling my lec-
ture here in Washington in the departments
and up and down Pennsylvania avenue than
ever before in my life. . People would now an I

then buy a book, and then I would say, Well,
perhaps I'm saving that man's soul.' " Gui-
teau's Isoks and manner on the stand, Bays a
correspondent, attracted close attention. He
looked haggard and sick. His face was gaunt
and pallid. His eyes flickered, his lips were
colorless, and every movement was sudden and
restless. He began calmly, but as tho memo-
ries of his hatoful pait were revived he grew
more nervous and demonstrative. The recol-
lection of hia life at Oneida made him furious,
and his denunciations of the leaders iu that
oemmunity were violent. Some of his de-

scriptions were very graphic. He
Is a good mimic, and as ho showed the jury
by voice and gesture his treatment by railroad
officials and others the audience could not, at
times, help laughing in spite of the grim ear-
nestness of the speaker. Now and then his own
features would relax into a smile that was
nearer a grimace. Perhaps he never looks
worse than when he grins. He talks at a speed
which is the despair of stenographers. A short-
hand reporter in court estimated the rate at
250 words a minute. Hia utterance is very ner-
vous and fervid and his gestures quick and
bold. His manner is that of a man wholly und
deadly in earnest. He speaks without

Dr. C. E. Page sends to the Journal
of Chemistry an account of experiments
made to show that one meal a day is
enough for a man :

"S. N. 8., twenty-eigh- t years old,
resolved to adopt the one-ms- al system,
and did so, leaving off meat and all
condiments,', as salt and pepper, and
eating chiefly wheat-me- al bread and
fruit, the bread made from unsifted
meal and mixed with water only, no
salt or bread-raisin- g devices unleaven
ed bread. Within seven months his
weight increased from one hundred and

orty-fiv- e pounds to one hundred and
seventy pounds, and his strength of both
body and mind had increased in pro-
portion. His labor had been severe ;

he is a machinist aud an inventor,
working ten hours every day, and do-

ing a good deal of practical and profit-
able thinking at the same timo. It is
now s ' all year since he came to one
meal, and the weight gained has been
maintained, and his health is perfect.
During the last winter, for the purpose
of testing the sufficiency of one meal of
pure food for the most trying labor, he
worked in an iron foundry for three
months, and notwithstanding the ex-

treme and frequent changes of temper-
ature incident to the work, on cold
mornings, with the mercury below zero,
and in the afternoon at 120 degrees
above, and all hands sweating like rain,
he had not a 'cold' for the winter, and
was the only employe thus exempt. He
had formerly been subject to frequent
attacks of the above disease. His
daily ration consists of. six ounces to
nine ounces (according to labor) in
Graham flour, beside fruit .sufficient of
supply all the liquidsaecessary half a
dozen apples or their equivalent to
other fruit. He is rarely thirsty, but
sometimes, if too little fruit is taken at
meal time, he takes a small draft of
water in the course of the day. This
meal is taken at night, after entire re
covery from fatigue, usually at about
seven o'clock. During the month of

May, 1881, just passed, he gained sixty
hours, or six fall days, working extra
hours at his bench, sometimes working
right through to midnight, and taking
his 'breakfast' after a short rest, before
retiring. No man in his employ haa
gained so much time. He has occa-

sionally made a trial of bolted-fiou- r

bread, but has invariably experienced
a loss of weight and strength.

"My own experience goes far to prove
the efficiency of the above regimen for
either the brain or muscle worker. I
am now taking but one'meal a day, and
find myself perfectly nourished, weight
and strength maintained, on about
fourteen ounces of unleavened wheat-mea- l

bread, to the mastication of which
I devote an hour or more. I find that
six cold gems, weighing about fourteen
ounces, without either butter or milk,
chewed deliberately and thoroughly
dissolved by the juicer of the nicuth,
will sustain me much better than when
eaten warm with butter or milk, or both
together added, and eaten as fast as one
naturally eats hot rolls and butter or
bread and milk. Considering the man-

ner in which people in general bolt
their food, it is not strange that a large
proportion of it fails of digestion.

. Starchy, food cannot be transformed.in-t- o

pure blood entire, except as far as
the change is begun in the mouth.

"Until a few months ago I took my
food in the morning, but I find the
evening.a better time. During the day
the biain and muscles can have every-
thing their own way, without interfer--
ng or hindering digestion, and at evea-- e

ing, after sufficient rest, there is per-
fect tranquility of body and mind and
leisure to digest.' I had never been a

'good sleeper' until I adopted this sys-
tem of diet. People who eat several
meals a day do well to take the least on

early, and the lighter they make it the
better, but dyspeptics may rest assured
that, of itself considered, the evening
meal is not the cause of their wakeful-
ness or troubled dreams. "When I ate
three meals oC a mixed diet, I could
not make the last one simple enough to
give me complete rest at night, but
now, when rested from my day's labor,
I can eat my full vegetarian meal and
sleep like a well-fe- d babe. I could give
quite a number of examples like the
foregoing, of one-mealer- s, did space
permit, all tending to prove the superi-
ority of vegetable over animal diet, and
of the entire wheat over the most sci-

entifically impoverished article."

in different parts of the South, as follows :

Henry Johnson, a mulatto, at Sumter Court

Baying: "I notice my friend, Henry Ward
Beecher, is doing some cranky wc rk on this
case. I used to attend his church and prayer
meetings, and if your honor knew him as well
as I do you would not pay any attention to
him," etc. General John A. Logan then took
the stand, and was asked: " Do you know the
prisoner i" "Oh, yes; of course you do, gen-
eral 1" broke in Guiteau. "You know me very
well; I'm very haDpy to meet you again."
Witness said he had Irequently been besieged
by Guiteau to indorse his application for office,
but had invariably declined, for the reason
that the prisouer did not seem to bo such a
man as he would care to recommend for any
office. He had never known him in Chicago.
The first time he ever saw him was when he
(Guiteau) called upon him to secure his
influence. The general impreasion that
he formed of Guiteau was that there
was something wrong in hia mental
organization. Witness saw Guiteau eating at
one of tho tables of his own boarding-hous- e.

Asked the landlady if she knew him. She said
ho had told her ho was a constituent of his.
AVitnets then told her ho did not think Guiteau
was the kind of a man she wanted in hor
house, for he thought ho was "a littlo off in
his head." George I). Hubbard, a farmer who
had worked with Guiteau in ono or the
shops of tho Oneida Community, was tho
next witness, aud tes'ified that ho had always
cbi.sidero-- i the prisoner erratic and quick-tem-p'ere- .t.

Edmund 31. Smith, of Chicago, the
next witness, testified that he had been a clerk
of the Republican National committee in New
York during the last campaign , that Guiteau
was frequently in tho coinmitteo rooms and
wanted to be put on the roll of speakers, and
that the prisoner was flighty in his conversa-
tion and could not put two sontonces together
connectedly. John A. Morse, a colored lawyer,
next testified that he saw Guiteau irequently at
the White House, perhaps fifteen or twenty
times, and took him to bo a crazy man. Never
spoke to him or heard him spoak, but tho gen-
eral impression he formed from Guiteau's ap-

pearance was that he was insane. Mrs.
Frances Scoville, forty-fiv- e years old, isister
of the prisoner and wito to his
counsel, was next called to tho witness stand.
She testified ttiat she was twelve years old
when her mother died ; remembered her mother
well sinco the was three years old; her mother's
health was good, though she was not strong.
She seemed pretty well until about a year and
a half before the prisoner was born. She was
hick a long time, and so sick that oho was kept
in a very retired room. While sho was in this
condition and in this room tho prisonor was
bora, and it was several months at'torward bo-fo- re

sho was able to resume her place in the
family. Witness remembered seeing her mother

.bled during that sickness, and also saw her'
head closely shaved before the prisonor was
born. After th-t- t she always wore a cap with
false curls. Witness never saw her go out
after that. Two children were born to her
after this sickness. One of them had a
crooked foot and died at the age of two
years, and the other died at
the age of twenty months of consumption, and
only shortly after its mother. Tho first the
witness remembered of her brother, the priso-
ner, was that they said he had been born in
consumption. Ho was very smart and trouble-
some. He could always make noise enough,
but until ho was six years old he couldn't talk
much. His fathor used to whip him for thia
defuct, but it did not do any good. He didn't
seem to understand what was wanted of him.
He lived with frienda in Michigan after hia
mother died until his father married again; then
lie retained to Freer:orfc, 111. During- these
years witness know litt.lo about liim, exeept
that he was of a very affectionate disposition.
After another while he was sent to witness to
see if she could not induce him to give up hia
idea of going to the Oneida Community. She
tried to, but found that he was "crazy " on that
subject, and sho told her friends ha wan "clean
gone daft." He went to the community, and
she called on him there, but ho refused to talk
freely with her, and sho could not learn how
he liked it She next remembered him when
he was admitted to tho Chicago bar. He
was very much elated, and said that
his friends need not worry about
him any more. Then ho married
and witness did not see much of him again
until after he was separated from his wife. lie
was around Chicago for several yeava after that,
and also viaitod her home in Wisconsiu. At
that time he seemed to have greatly changed
since before he was married. He was very
hard to got along with, seemed willing to work,
but did it in such a way that he was more
bother than he was worth. He was easily over-
come by heat and was rendered very irritable.
On one audi occasion when he refused to help
at field work she lot him lie down on a sola.
Presently she asked him to cut a little wood.
He did so, but laid tho wood in tho path to the
gate, so that when she had to go to the butcher's
wagon she had to kick it out of the way. Upon
this the prisoner raised his ax at her and Bhe
ran in the house. She was not so much afraid
of the ax as of the look in his face. lie looked
like a wild animal. He continued looking
crazy during the day, and she locked herself in
her room until one of the men could be sum-
moned to keep an eye on Charlie.

At tho opening of court on the twelfth day
Mis.

The Internal Revenue.
Internal Revenue Commissioner Green B.

Raum has submitted to the secretary of the
treasury his annual report for the fiscal year
ended June 30, 1881. The receipts of internal
revenue for tho fiscal year 1879 was $113,449,-621.3- 3;

for 1880, $123,981,916.10; for 1881,
$135,229,912.30, and tho receipts for the first
four months of the present fiscal year have
been $50,876,970.11, being $7,061,722.85 in ex-

cess of the receipts for the corresponding
months of the last fiscal year. The commis-
sioner says: "If this increaee should be main-
tained during the remaining eight months of
the fiscal year, the receipts for 1882 will be
fully $157,000,000." The total amount of col-
lections from tobacco was $42,854,991.31. Gen-
eral Raum Bays that whenever the wants of the
government will allow a reduction of internal
taxation, his opiuion is, it will be wise
to confine these taxes to distilled spir-
its, malt liquors, tobacco and its products,
and to special taxes on manufacturers and
dealers in these articles, and to fix the taxes
at such rates as will yield tho amount ot
revenue necessary to be raised from these
sources. He recommends additional legisla-
tion for the protection of the lives and persons
of officers of the United States from the assaults
of those who resist their authority. He i3 of
opinion that there should be a law for the trial
and punishment in the courts of the Unite I

States of persons who kill, or make assaults
with intent to kill, such officers while in tho
performance of their lawful duties. The sub-
ject of pensioning the widows and orphans of
officers of the revenue service who have been
killed is discussed. General Raum shows that
the attempt for tho past five years to suppress
illicit distilling has resulted in the killing of
twenty-eig- ht and the wounding of sixty-fo- ur

officers and employes, and suggests iho pro-
priety of legislation authorizing suitable pen-
sions to be awarded to tho widows and de-

pendent families of these killed, and directing
proper provisions to be made for those wounded
or disabled iu the sorvico.

General Raum makes various recommenda-
tions concerning the appointmout of employes.
He recommends a term of office of four years
for subordinate officers, clerks and employes ;

all applicants for appointment to be well
recommended as to character, and to stand a
proper examination as to attainments, their ap-

pointments at first to bo temporary.

The Paris correspondent of the Lon-
don Times says that the belief is current
that the Pope has authorized the mem-
bers of the dispersed religions orders to
assume the dress of the secular priests,
or eyenthatof laymeD, and has empow-

ered the French bishops to give them
appointments as parish priests.
